Other matters, important to the 
welfare of our community came up 
for discussion. Shortage of milk in 
Grayling is causing a lot of incon- 
venience to many families, esecially 
where there’s young children and ba- 
bies.

The necessity of a capable county 
agent is being keenly felt and efforts 
are being made to get the right per- 
son to take up this work here. Who- 
ever the Board of Supervisors may 
secure for this position may feel as- 
sured that they will have the backing 
and assistance of the Grayling Board 
of Trade. é 

Another matter that came before 
the meeting was the fact that Sag- 
inaw county was not contributing to 
the support of the Northeastern 
Michigan Development bureau. The 
wholesale and retail industries of 
that city derive a lot of husiness 
from this section of the state and 
anything that has a tendency to pro- 
mote the welfare of Northeastern 
Michigan, it was claimed, Saginaw 
should help to support. Crawford 
county as well as the other sixteen 
counties of this region annually con- 
tribute to the support of the Devel- 
opment bureau, which has been the 
means of bringing hundreds of sett- 
lers into this part of the State, The 
Bureau has proved beyond any pos- 
sible doubt its worth to the people 
and interests of this region. Sagi- 
naw benefits from our growth and 
success and it was felt by the Gray- 
ling Board members that that city 
should do its part in helping to sup- 
port the Bureau. The attitude of 
Saginaw county has been the means 
of the business interests of Saginaw 
losing hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars worth of business from North- 
eastern Michigan business men and 
shoppers who feel that they will fa- 
vor the business places that are will 
ing to reciprocate by helping to boost 
for them, This matter brot out con- 
siderable discussion. 

These are just a few of the things

Home Problema First. 

Firat in mind must be the solution of 
our problems at home, even though some 
phases of them are Inseparatebly linked 
with our forelgn relations. The surest 
procedure in every government ta to put 
ita own house In order. 

1 Know of no more pressing problem at 
home than to restrict our national ex- 
penditures within the limits of our na- 
tlonal Income, and at the same time 
measurably lift the burdens of war taxa- 
tion from the shoulders of the American 
people. 

Our current expenditures are running 
at tha rate of anproximately $5,000,900,000 
a yYuar, anil the turden Js tnbearadle. 
{ There are two agencies to be employed 
in correction: 

One I's rigid resistance in appropriation 
and the other ts the utmost economy in 
administration 

Let us have both. 

Must Readjust Taxes. 

The first substantial relief from the tax 
burden must come for the present from 
the readjustment of internal taxes and 
the revision or repeal of those taxes 
which have become unproductive and are ;

A prompt and thoroughgoing revision 
of the Internal tax Jaws, made with due 
regard to the protection of the revenues.

Urges U. S. Air Laws. 

Tt has become a pressing duty of 
the federal 
the regulation of air navigation; other- 
wise independent and conflicting legla- 
lation will be enacted by the variqus 
states whieh will humper the develop- 
ment of aviation 

I recommend the enactment of legis- 
lation establishing a burean af aero- 
nalitics in the Navy department to cen- 
tralize the control of naval activities

The 
safety department measure includes 
the establishment of a state police 
body to succeed the constabulary. A 
bill (o abolish the const&bulary was 
passed by the senate recently, Be.

Senator Hicks has introduced a bill

More Revenue From Motors. 


A most welcome piece of news to 
the legislature, beset with items of 
extra expenses, {s the information 
from the office of Auditor General O. 
B. Fuller that motor vehicle licenses 
have produced more than a million dol- 
lara beyond the sum received in the 
corresponding period last year. Total 
amount collected this year is reported 
as $4,497,723, as against $3,468,891 in 
the same period last year. One half 
of the total receipts go back to the 
counties from which they were re 
ceived and will be applied to highway 
work. The other half goes to the 
state highway department. Foreign 
owned cars paid $4,068 in taxes In the 
same period, all of which goes to the 
state highway department. 


Brother Gets Entire Estate 

Chicago. — The bulk of $7,000,000 
estate of Robert Pringle, who died a 
bachelor in February, 1919, went to 
hig only brother, James, of Milwaukee. 
Pringle, one of the leading grain 
dealers on the Chicago Board of 
Trade, is sald to have made his first 
million dollara on the board at the age 
of 24, and lost it before he was 30. 
He soon regained the fortune and in- 
creased it, later founding the broker- 
age firm which was dissolved at his 
daath.

For the purpose of disseminating 
specific information about Northeas- 
tern Michigan the bureau has_con- 
tracted for the “Ask Mr. Foster” ser- 
vice in the cities of Detroit, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis. This service maintains infor- 
mation bureaus in some of the prin-, 
cipal hotels, department stores, etc., 
of these cities and is especially val- 
uable to the bureau in providing in- 
formation to summer tourists, in- 
tending settlers, ete., regarding the 
attractions of the district. 

Plans are being made to bring sev- 
eral parties of farmers into North-; 
eastern Michigan for summer auto- 
mobile tours this year, and to pro- 
vide camping accommodations for 
members of these parties the bureau 
has purchased 20 tents and 50 fold- 
ing cots which will be leased or re- 
sold to tourists. 

The Michigan publie domain com- 
mission has contributed $500 to the 
bureau for carrying on its work this 
year. The boards of supervisors of 
Alcona and Otsego counties, at their 
sessions last week renewed their sub- 
scriptions to the bureau and it is ex- 
pected that the Oscoda supervisors 
will adopt a similar course at their 
furthcoming meeting.

YIELD. ABOUT BILLION AND 
‘) A HALF. REVENUE. 


CALLS PLAN SIMPLE AND EASY 


Provides Proper Distribution of Tax 
Burden; Attack Made On Present 
Excess Profits Tax. 


Washington.—A general sales. tar 
was advocated in a statement by Sen. 
ator Smoot, Utah, a Republican mem- 
ber of the Senate Finance Committee 
The measure was introduced Tuesday 
in the senate. Senator Smoot’s mea 
sure, which he estimates would yield 
approximately $1,600,000,000 in rev 
enue annually, would place a fiat tax 
of 1 per cent on gross'sales above 
$6,000 annually of virtually all com 
modities, both raw materials and 
finished products. The bill carriés a 
few exemptions, but application of the 
tax would be stayed virually only op 
such commodities as now hear a 
higher levy. 

Early consideration of the Smoot 
proposal] is planned by the Senate 
Finance Committee in its study of the 
taxation question. Tentative arrange- 
ments contemplate the opening of 
hearings on this phase before the end 
of the week. 

Mr. Smoot said the tax would be 
“simple in application and easy to 
compute.” He declared it would prop- 
erly distribute the burden of taxation, 
compelling each citizen to beara 
share proportionate to his ability to 
pay. as measured by his buying or 


producing powers. 


“If the sales tax becomes a part of 
the revenue laws of our country,” the 
statement continued, “Congress can 
repeal not only the items provided for 
in the bill as presented by me but 
can repeal all of the irritating, nag- 
ging, discriminatory taxes amounting 
to hundreds of millions of dollars, and 
the excess profits tax, the result of 
which has worked such havoc with 
business concerns of our country and 
which have in many cases been com- 
pelied to pay the exceds profits tax 
on paper profits.” 

Present taxes on soft drinks, to- 
bacco, automobiles, and some other 
so-called luxuries would remain under 
the bill. , These commodities already 
bear taxes regarded as heavier than 
the flat 1 per cent tax. In addition 
to the tax on sales, a levy having the 
same application would be placed on 
total amounts of all leases. 


DEATH TAKES FORMER KAISERIN 


Heart Disease Proves Fatal to Ex- 
Empress Augusta Victoria. 


Doorn, Holland—Former Empress 
Augusta Victorta of Germany died here 
at 6 a. m. Monday. The end came 
just one year after she suffered her 
first serious attack of heart disease. 

It was while she was preparing to 
enter the House of Doorn, the present 
home of the former emperor of Ger- 
many, after her long residence at 
Amerongen, that she was stricken 
with what at the time was believed to 
be a fatal attack. That was on April 
11, 1920. For a few days there were 
reports that her death was momentari- 
ly expected, but. she rallied, and ac- 
companied her husband to Doorn on 
May 15, last.
